“the 
manly 
*port,” and under proper conditions 
it cannot br* denied that the 
know­ 
ledge* and practice of it is 
decid’d 
value to youth* 
But it does not nec- 
cs-arily follow that it is advisive to 
hove boxing bouts in the basements 
of tile nubile schools. 
“ The art of 
self-defense" is an excellent 
thing 
when taught merely as an 
incident 
or even a feature of general athletic 
training, blit it should not 
he 
all 
there is to it. 
In such circumstan­ 
ces it inculcates wrong idea- into the 
heads of tin* boys; its tendencies are 
distinctly vicious.

feature of it, but not the predomi­ 
nant feature. 
The building up of 
muscle* of the body is an excellent 
thing for youth, but there is

to this than mere ability to 
knock 
some one down. 
The object should 
not he to teach a lad to fight. 
There should be no more of these 
boxing bouts in the schools 
under 
existing conditions.
